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A Neutral Zone Across the Seas in War Times 
Advocated Nearly a Quarter of a Century Ago 


RESIDENT HOOVER'S suggestion which has commanded 
the world’s attention, in most cases favorably, as to an 
international agreement that food-carrying ships should not 
be destroyed in war times, recalls an interesting suggestion 
made in 1905 by Edward Atkinson, the well known Boston 
publicist, financier and manufacturer, in a letter to this paper. 


Mr. Atkinson, after a visit to England, when he made a 
close study of the conditions in that country, wrote: 

“In my recent trip to England I fcund that the attention 
of every thinking man in Great Britain is now toward a 
closer and more intimate commercial union with this country 
than ever before. Interdependence of the English-speaking 
people is now acknowledged as an existing fact. The efforts 
especially to procure cotton from other continents are sub- 
siding, and the fear of a deficiency of wheat is being allayed. 
Under these conditions I may say that I was pumped dry 
wherever I went. I went for rest and tried to avoid publicity, 
but once it became necessary for me to submit to an inter- 
view, of which I send you copy. There is much in it with 
which you will not agree, but that part which relates to the 
cotton question will, I think, attract your attention.”

“T then made this further (to them incredible) statement 


(Can it be sustained?), to wit, one-quarter part of this area 
of 230,000 square miles never yet touched by the plow, say 
55,000 square miles, may be devoted to cotton and wheat and 
by intelligent cultivation 6,000,000 bales of cotton may be 
added to the present crop of the United States at the present 
rate of product per acre, and 300,000,000 bushels of wheat 
may be added to the present crop of the United States at the 
average product of this section at the present time. 

All of these facts and many others which he gave to his 
English friends were interesting then and are equally inter- 
esting now; but the outstanding phase of his article was the 
suggestion of a Neutral Zone across the seas between the 
United States and Great Britain, a subject which he had 
often considered and sometimes advocated. In conclusion 
he said: 

“Does not all this lead up to the necessary interdependence 
of the English-speaking people, to the establishment of a 
commercial union, to opening our own doors, and to warn you 
(of England) not to shut your door to any of these products

unless you would commit economic suicide, and transfer the 
center of the money power of the world and of the manufac- 
ture for all nations from the mother country to her stalwart 
child? 

“Give us, then, the interdependence of the English-speaking 
people to establish neutral ways across the seas, within which no 
belligerent or hostile ship of war shall ever after interfere or 
disturb the peaceful commerce of the nations, and then the time 
will come, so eloquently pictured by Gladstone, when the ships 
that pass between this land and that shall be like the shuttles of 
the loom, weaving the web of concord between the nations.” 


Mr. Atkinson was a man of marvelously wide information 
on world affairs. As he wrote to this paper once, he had 
studied the fibre of cotton from every cotton-producing coun- 
try in the world. He had studied the labor conditions of 
these countries, and he wrote that not within 50 years at 
least was there in sight any possible serious competitor with 
the cotton production of the South. He regretted that this 
was true because he felt that competition with the South 
would cause the more intensive cultivation of cotton, the 
better handling and the better marketing of it. He felt that 
the South’s very monopoly of cotton production had brought 
about through the years barbarous ways of cotton handling 
and cotton marketing. 

Though a New Englander of the most pronounced type, he 
was intensely devoted to the welfare of the South and never 
missed an opportunity to tell of the South’s resources and its 
products and its future, while at the same time often criticiz- 
ing the South for its failure fully to utilize the vast oppor- 
tunities which nature had given to this section. As a cotton 
manufacturer for many years he was particularly interested 
in trying to bring about the better handling and marketing, 
and the better compressing and shipment of cotton, It was 
one of the hobbies of the latter part of his life. 

But the outstanding feature of the particular letter from 
which we are quoting, and which was pubiished on October 
26, 1905, was his advocacy of a neutral zone across the seas 
so that no belligerent ship of any nation of the world should 
dare to interfere with a vessel traversing that zone and carry- 
ing cotton and foodstuffs. 

President Hoover’s suggestion of the freedom of foodships 
in time of war carries with it the weight of his office and his 
own personality; but there is much over which to ponder 
in the suggestion made nearly a quarter of a century ago by 
Mr, Atkinson neutral zone to be established and 
forever maintained across the seas.

MANUFACTURERS RECORD 
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HOW A COTTON MILL PRESIDENT SAFE. 
GUARDS HIS EMPLOYES 


W D. ANDERSON, president of the Bibb Manufacturing 
e Company, which owns a number of cotton mills in 
Georgia, at the annual banquet of the Macon Overseers Or- 
ganization of the Bibb Company, stated very clearly the policy 
that has long guided the Bibb Manufacturing Company in its 
relations with its employes. Incidentally it is a policy that 
is common among Southern mill managers. In the course of 
his address Mr. Anderson said to his overseers: 

“You men of responsibility are charged with the duty of 
safeguarding and protecting in every way the interest of all 
these thousands of young men and young women and fathers 
and mothers, who are associated with you in the operation 
of our mills. Their health must be conserved by being sure 
that you do not employ and bring into contact with this big 
family of any who are afflicted with communicable 
We have inaugurated the plan of physical examina- 
tion of those seeking employment with us, and this work 
should be continued and carefully guarded in your employ- 
ment,

“You should be most careful never to employ any person 
or family of known immorality, or where any members of 
the family have vicious habits or traits. We have some of 
the finest girls to be found anywhere associated with us in 
these mills, and none of us has any right to put to work 
beside one of these girls any person of bad character or bad 
habits. You should not want such a person to associate with 
your daughter, if you had one, and you have no right to force 
the girls in our mills to associate with such a person.” 

Mr. Anderson added: 


“If machinery in the Bibb Mills cannot be operated with 
healthy, decent, clean, law-abiding people, shut down the 
machinery and come and tell me the supply of good folks 
has been exhausted.” 

In conclusion he said it was “the duty of all to promote, 
as far as possible, a healthy religious and social tone and 
life in the village.” “I would,” said he, “put up with almost 
any other fault in a man in a responsible position in these 
mills, rather than to accept a disposition to utilize your 
authority and position to embarrass, abuse or hurt any man 
or woman, boy or girl, who is in your department. This 
refers to their feelings, their rights as men and women, as 
well as their bodies.” 

That is a ringing statement which voices the sentiment of 
large proportion of the cotton mill presidents and 
managers of the South. Some years ago the editor of this 
paper visited, in company with New England cotton 
mill men, a large number of Southern mills. In one of them 
there was a class of young women of such exceptionally 
superior character that our New England friends were greatly 
astonished, and commented upon it while they were in the mill. 
The superintendent said to the visiting group:

“T have been superintendent of cotton mills in England and 
in New England, but never in my life have I seen such a 
class of operatives as are in this mill. We do not have to 
issue any orders whatever in regard to employment of women 
of bad habits or character. The women in this mill settle 
that question for themselves, and no woman whose character 
is not above reproach is permitted by them to remain here.” 

We do not for one moment say that every cotton manufac- 
turer in the South treats his labor as do such men as Ander- 
son, Smyth, Fitzgerald and many others; nor do we pretend 
to say that every operative in Southern cotton mills measures 
up to the requirements laid down by Mr. Anderson and which 
prevail in the particular mills to which we have made refer- 
ence: but we do say, and say it advisedly, that a large propor- 
tion of Southern cotton mill managers do hold such views as 
Mr. Anderson has expressed, and that a large proportion of 
the cotton mill operatives are worthy of that commendation 
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which the superintendent from English and New England 
mills gave to those in his own employ. There are other 


employes who are in the first stage of evolution from a back 
ward condition of mental, physical and spiritual starvation 
who can be advanced only as rapidly as employment creates 
and better better clothing

NATIONAL BUSINESS CONFERENCE 


UT of President Hoover’s conferences of the last three 

weeks with various business groups, there has emerged 
his call for a National Business Conference to discuss condi- 
tions and perhaps formulate plans for the establishment of a 
National Commercial Council. About 200 leading executives, 
representing approximately 32 branches of industry and busi- 
ness, were invited to attend the meeting opening in Wash- 
ington on Thursday of this week. 

In extending the call, the invitation stated that a prelimi- 
nary survey of economic conditions in the country showed 
surprisingly favorable factors, and that this is largely due to 
the growth of high standards and wise practices within or- 
ganized business itself. However, it was pointed out that 
the study made of the present business position and its out- 
iook indicates the possibility of assistance at some points of 
weakness, in order that there may be a reasonable continu- 
ance of business activity generally. It is with this end in 
view that the present meeting is intended to deal not only 


with the immediate, but future, problems involved in the 
preservation of the normal economic balance. 
Not since the nation’s call to business leaders of the 


country during war days have there gathered in Washington 
such representative men, and possibly out of this meeting 
will come cooperative, organized, direction of American busi- 
ness, with far-reaching results toward bringing about stabi- 
lization and continuing prosperity.

DOING THINGS ON A GIGANTIC SCALE

the fact that the Board of Transportation of that city has 
decided to build a network of 100 miles or 294 track miles 
of subways and tunnels, to increase transportation facilities 
for the ever congested population. The cost of the construc- 
tion outlined is estimated at $438,400,000; this will link up 
with the first stage of the program now under way, for which 
the contracts amounted to $388,000,000. 

The New York Sun reports that transportation experts of 
the city have estimated that the total cost of the new pro- 
gram will reach at least $800,000,000 before actual operations 
can commence. 

As one reads the New York papers and notes the enormous 
buildings under way, skyscrapers of every kind that make 
the buildings of even 10 or 12 years ago seem almost like 
pygmies in comparison, he can but marvel at the enormous 
wealth, the ever-increasing population and the vast business 
activity of this great city of America.

Gigantic building programs by the federal government, by 
states, municipalities and by private industry loom for 1930, 
The federal appropriation for building is to be increased, 
Congress willing, by $175,000,000 to speed up construction of 
much needed government building, while expenditures on har- 
bor, river and canal improvements will be larger than ever 
before. Total highway and street construction is estimated 
at $2,000,000,000. Governors of nearly 
pledged their aid to the administration in speeding up public 
work to stabilize employment. For instance, Governor Larson 
of New Jersey reports that his state will spend $55,000,000 
for new construction in 1980. Governor Myers Y. Cooper of 
Ohio expects to spend $12,000,000 on new highways in the 
first months of 1930. Governor Theo. G. Bilbo replies 
that he is in hearty sympathy with the President’s program 
for speeding up state construction work, and pledges his every 
effort to carry out the program in Mississippi, his plans 
including an expenditure of $60,000,000 for highways alone, 
if the legislature will approve. South Carolina, long a lag- 
gard in highway building, has a $65,000,000 bond issue rati-

and in addition about $410,000,000 to maintain existing prop- 
erties.

A Text Book of Louisiana for 
the State’s High Schools 


Louisiana, a Study of the State, by 
Mabel Brasher (Johnson Publishing Co., 
Atlanta, Ga.) is a text book for use in 
the high schools of the state. It is 
well arranged and is written in a style 
well adapted for high school or college 
use, is indexed, and should be an impor- 
tant addition to the curricula of the 
schools in Louisiana. 


The scope of the volume is remarkably 
comprehensive, while the style and 
method of handling make it clear, simple 
and readable.

Two other waterwheels, impeller-type 
runners, of 3000 horsepower when op- 
erated at 20-foot head, directly con- 
nected with 5000-kva. generators, make 
up the remainder of the power units. 
There will be delivered at 30-foot head 
on all wheels a total of 19,200 horse- 
power. The design of this wheel instal- 
lation will permit operation of the plant 
from an 8-foot net head of water to a 
30-foot net head of water, delivering 
3600 to 19,200 horsepower. 

Completion of the project has been 
delayed by high water, but it is antici- 
pated that the plant will be ready for 
operation early next year. 


Fertilizer From Culled Fruit 


Gray Singleton. Fort Meade, Fla., 
writes that Bulletin H-23, issued by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, cooperating with the State Plant 
Board of Florida, gives three methods 
for disposal of culled fruit, dropped fruit 
and canning plant refuse, which may be 
used instead of burying with quick lime 
and oil as has been done heretofore. 
These three methods are as follows: 

1. The Singleton-Thornton method of 
treatment with calcium cyanamid to pro- 
duce fertilizer. 

2. Heat. 

3. Drowning. 

With regard to the Singleton-Thornton 
method it is said: 

“We recommend the use of calcium 
ecyanamid with waste fruit as a safe and 
reliable method for sterilization. The 
fruit or refuse must be ground to a fine- 
ness equivalent to or obtained by a ham- 
mer-type shredder operating at a mini- 
mum speed of 2000 R. P. M. through a 
screen with holes not larger than five- 
eighths inch in diameter. The ground 
material should be put into a cement 
mixer or other mixer equally efficient and 
-aleium cyanamid added at the rate of 
not less than 200 pounds per ton of 
grvund fruit. The mixer should be oper- 
ated a sufficient length of time to insure 
a thorough mixture of the fruit material 
and cyanamid. The calcium cyanamid 
may be added evenly while the fruit or 
refuse is being ground. 


“After such treatment the mixture 





should be left one month in a screened 
bin or fly-tight bin to prevent escape of 
any larve which might crawl out of the 
mixture before sufficient time has elapsed 
to cause death.” 

Experiments are under way to deter- 
mine the effect of this material on citrus 
trees and other plants. In case it is 
desired to increase the fertilizer value 
and increase the heat as well, 200 to 
400 pounds of peat may be added in 
addition to the cyanamid. 

Mr. Singleton reports that careful 
analysis of a large number of samples 
shows there is no cyanamid, dicyandia- 
mid or any harmful material in the fin- 
ished fertilizer. It has no acid reaction 
and it can be used with other fertilizer 
materials without causing reversion. 
Aside from a trace of ammonia that 
comes off there is no odor and the fer- 
tilizer can be stored anywhere without 
objectionable smell. Further he says: 

“The use of this process is not con- 
fined to citrus culls. Rotten tomatoes 
and other vegetables make an excellent 
fertilizer when treated in this way. Only 
one pulverizer or shredder is needed in 
each community, and where several 
growers oi packing houses get together 
the cost to each is very small compared 
with the resulting value. This process 


eliminates the cost of destroying culls 
by other methods and turns a liability 
into a profit and at the same time gives 
something long needed—that is, a source 
of nitrogen that can be used in large 
amounts on sandy soils without ammo- 
niation.”

HE business man associates Cuba 

with sugar, the traveller thinks of 
the fine climate, and both are right. For 
Cuba produced last year over 5,000,000 
tons of the product of the cane, and over 
100,000 tourists visited Havana last 
winter. 

But sugar is low in price and menaced 
with tariffs, and the tourists come only 
for a few months and have little present 
effect on the general prosperity. That 


is why President Machado, Cuba’s busi- 
ness president, at the beginning of his 
administration caused a law to be passed

which created the National Economic 
Defense Commission—whose purpose is 
to develop a scientific protective tariff 
policy and thus encourage local industry 
and diversified farming. Ever since the 
early days of the republic thinking men, 
in and out of the Government, have 
realized the danger of dependence on 
one crop. The writer outlined such 
views in some of the New York papers 
25 years ago and at that time the crop 


was a little over a million tons a year. 


Now Cuba has depended too much on 
sugar. It has meant four-fifths of its 
wealth. With such a tremendous indus- 
try it is difficult to let go, as it were, but 
President Machado and his advisers 
have taken a courageous stand. As the 
President said in his memorable speech, 
a genuine patriotic appeal, before the 
Veterans’ Association last summer at 
Artemisa: 

“We have passed four years of terrible 


crisis. Our customs collections have 
greatly decreased because we Cubans,

convinced that this method was the only 
one that would save the nation, have 
modified the old obsolete tariffs and taken 
steps to protect Cuban industries, which 
has, however, greatly affected our in- 
come. But notwithstanding this I have 
liquidated four budgets with favorable 
balances and provided the funds for the 
proper conduct of all public services.” 

This drop in Cuban revenues that the 
President speaks of, due in part to 
Cuban protective tariffs and to lower 
purchasing power, is quite remarkable, 
even discounting the fact of boom condi- 
tions in the peak year of 1920 when Cuba 
was fourth in its trade with the United 
States with total imports of over $500,- 
000,000. The contrast with the figures 
from 1928, $128,000,000, in eleventh place, 
is quite noticeable. 


It is fortunate that Cuba’s great crisis 





has come at a time when a man of ac- 
tion, rather than an intellectual or poli- 
tician, is at the helm. That explains 
why he has surrounded himself with 
other men of action like the dynamic 
Secretary of Public Works, Dr. Carlos 
Miguel de Cespedes; Dr. Eugenio Moli- 
net, Secretary of Agriculture, Industry 
and Commerce and many others. These 
men are of the new school of Cubans,

well educated, trained in business meth- 
ods and with a clear understanding of 
modern economic tendencies. They are 
realists, overcoming the _ traditional 
Spanish inhibitions through association 
with American business men and meth- 
ods. They vision a greater Cuba, self- 
contained and exporting the products of 
the factory and farm. They also are 
capitalizing on Cuba’s marvellous climate 
and have given assistance and full co- 
operation to the plans of those Amer- 
icans who have, in partnership with lead- 
ing Cubans, made Havana one of the 
smart winter resorts of this continent. 
Broadly speaking, the present adminis- 


tration is working carefully on a co- 


related program to include good roads, 
protection for home industries, general 
and technical education and, most im- 
portant, agricultural diversification.

news, Weather reports and planting and 
harvesting advices. Agricultural schools 
have been established and a_ scientific 
fight is being waged against parasites, 
bacteria and fungi. 

While the most modern methods and 
machinery have been used at Cuban 
sugar mills, the species of cane, methods 
of planting and general care have not 
always kept pace. That is why the 
Cuban Electric Company is carrying on 
a campaign of education to show the 
positive benefits of irrigation, using mod- 
ern electrically operated pumping ma- 
chinery, to avoid seasonal droughts at 
critical times. 

To move the products of the shop and 
farm and bring the Cubans of east and 
west together for interchange of com- 
modities a great highway is now in the 
making. This road will be 695.31 miles 
long from Pinar del Rio to Santiago de 
Cuba: of this, 401 miles follows the old 
roads. The total cost will be over $76.,- 
000,000. Over 100 miles have already 
been built and are in use and new terri- 
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tory is constantly being opened. Pave- 
ment adopted for the highway consists 
of bituminous concrete on a cement-con- 
erete base in two different classes: The 
Warren-Bitulithic on sections under con- 
tract with the Warren Brothers Com- 
pany, namely, the provinces of Havana, 
Pinar del Rio, Camaguey and Oriente; 
and Topeka in the provinces of Matan- 
zas and Santa Clara in charge of the 
Companie Cubana de Contratistas. At 
all the cross roads and at places where 
there is heavy traffic granite paving 
blocks are being used from the Cuba- 
Albertson quarries at Carrollton, Ga. 
American road building machinery and 
trucks are being used by both above 
mentioned contractors. Warren Broth- 
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ers have 140 Mack 7-ton trucks, while 
the Cuban company uses a number of 
White trucks. There are Koehring pav- 
ers and concrete mixers, Blaw-Knox 
road forms, P. & H. and Link Belt gas 
shovels, Bucyrus-Erie steam shovels and 
Buffalo-Pitts gasoline road rollers. War- 
ren Brothers have their own asphalt pav- 
ing plants for their own product: War- 
renite-Bitulithiec wearing surface. 

Havana has within the last two years 
become a great aviation center, a predic- 
tion of Lindbergh on his first Southern 
flight. The Pan American Airways, the 
pioneer in Latin-America aviation, is 
conducting a regular mail and passenger 
service to Latin-American points. Re- 
cently a new service has been inaugu- 
rated by the amphibian planes of the 
New York Rio and Buenos Aires Line 
to those cities. Within the last three 
months various Cuban aviation com- 
panies have been formed to carry pas- 
sengers, merchandise, train pilots and 
for general commercial aviation. 

It will not take many years to develop 
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the present plans of the Cuban Govern 
ment and interests to the 
point where sugar and tobacco will take

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Progress in Acquiring Tracts for 
National Park 


Charlotte, N. C.—The North Carolina 
Park Commission announces more than 
200 tracts of land have been secured 
for the Great Smoky Mountain National 
Park, and 160 more farm tracts are yet 
to be secured. Condemnation proceed- 
ings have been instituted for four tracts 
totaling 74,400 acres. Negotiations are 
now pending for the three remaining 
large tracts of timber land in western 
North Carolina. Some delay is reported 
by Tennessee regarding acquisition of a 
76,000-acre tract in Blount and Sevier 


Counties. As soon as all tracts are ac- 
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quired North Carolina and Tennessee 
will deed 150,000 acres to the government 
as the first area of a 428,000-acre park. 


5.5-Mile Rail Line 


Work has started on a 5.5-mile rail- 
road line in Fayette County, West Vir- 
ginia, for the Chesapeake & Ohio Rail- 
way Company, according to C. W. Johns, 
Richmond, Va., chief engineer. The line 
will extend up Rich Creek beyond the 
present Gauley and Rich Creek sub-divi- 
sion at Marshall, W. Va., and will in- 
volve handling about 200,000 cubic yards 
of material. Board & Board, Charles- 
ton, W. Va., are the contractors. 





Communist Activities Reported During 
October and November 


HE American Defense Society, Inc., 

154 Nassau St., New York, in its 
latest report on communistic activities 
covering October and November asserts 
that: 

Following the formation of the Trade 
Union Unity League and the setting up 
of its organization, the communists have 
gone ahead to bring to action their pro- 
gram for industrial disorder. In some 
instances where they had established 
groups they have begun labor disputes 
and in other instances they have begun 
the development of nuclei carrying the 
seeds of disorder into industry. The de- 
velopments are not undertaken in any 
haphazard way but are worked out with 
While the South has received the 


care. 
most active attention in continuation of 
their activities in the textile field, no 


section of the country has been free of 
their efforts. From competent sources 
and checked against facts it is known 
that operating through various groups 
they have contact with and are working 
to disaffect a total of 580,000 workers in 
the United States. 

Referring especially to the textile labor 
situation, the American Defense Society 
states that in the South the National 
Textile Workers Union, directed by the 
Trade Union Unity League, has been 
extending its organization. The Char- 
lotte Conference had in attendance 338 
delegates from 175 mills in the states 
of North Carolina, South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Alabama and Tennessee, and an 
attempt to create racial discord was 
evident in the presence of many negroes 
as delegates. 

The Defense Society reminds us that 
using the disorder in Gastonia and that 
neighborhood, particularly the conviction 


of the seven on trial for the murder of 
the Chief of Police of that city, the com- 
munists are attempting to create a like 
movement to the one they created in 
the Sacco-Vanzetti case. With intent to 
incite sentiment against all the directing 
forces of industry as well as against 
gevernment, both state and local, for any 
expression of police or punitive power 
they would particularly impugn the in- 
tegrity of the courts. 

Communist activities are also reported 
in several New England mills, as well 
as in the silk manufacturing districts of 
Pennsylvania, New York. and New 
Jersey. 

The movement is also spreading to 
ether than textile manufacturing. 

Some weeks ago there developed, in 
the Illinois coal fields, a division within 
the ranks of the United Mine Workers 
of America, the labor union that is affi- 
liated with the American Federation of 
Labor; so states the Defense Society, 
which points out that this division is 
entirely a matter of union politics; and, 
bitter as the difference is, its effect as 
far as the public at large is concerned 
amounted merely to a possible change of 
leadership. There is like development 
recorded in the coal fields of Kentucky, 
Tennessee and West Virginia. 

Harry A. Jung of Chicago, who for 
years has been making a close study of 
the communistic movement in this coun- 
try, sends to the MANUFACTURERS RECORD 
copy of a letter he wrote to Senator Lee 
S. Overman, of Washington, in the course 
of which he said: 

“In Mercantile Hall, Philadelphia, on 
November 8, a Communist meeting oc- 


curred, with a crowded house of radicals 
singing the ‘Internationale.’ Particularly 


of interest in so far as this meeting is 
concerned is the fact that a colored lad 
of Philadelphia, Shelley Strickland, 
spoke for the Young Pioneers. The 
chairman, when introducing him, ex- 
plained that he had been ‘jim-crowed’ 
out of the Boy Scouts of Philadelphia 
and had then gone to Russia the past 
summer with a children’s delegation; 
had been received there with open arms 
and on an equal social basis with white 
children. The lad then told of this 
equality treatment that he received in 
Russia and what he saw there and com- 
pared conditions in Russia with those 
in our country, to the detriment of the 
latter. 

“Also of interest was the fact that the 
principal speaker at the meeting, a negro 
Communist from New York City, Richard 
B. Moore, outlined the uprising and re- 
velution in Russia and summed up by 
saying that what had been done in the 
Soviet Union could be done in the United 
States; that the negroes here, working 
side by side and shoulder to shoulder 
with the white workers in the ranks of 
the Communist Party of the U. S. A,, 
with the Communist International as 
their leader, would never stop until the 
red flag of communism was floating over 
the White House in Washington. Tre- 
mendous applause greeted his last state- 
ment.” 

At a communistic meeting in Baltimore 
on November 18, one of the men now out 
on bail, following his conviction along 
with 6 others for the killing of Gastonia’s 
police chief, was the chief speaker. 
There were about 50 people in attend- 
ance, practically all foreigners and a few 
negroes; yet one Baltimore newspaper 
gave almost an entire column to the 
proceedings. Therefore, while the meet- 
ing itself was not a success, the com- 
munist element achieved their desired 
end by getting a large amount of free 
publicity. And that is going on all over 
the country. 
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In January, 1927, it was my privilege 
to introduce to a national farm associa- 
tion the economic principle that the 
farm is an industrial unit, and should 
follow those lines which other industrial 
units have found to be of value. Two 
other principles were also advanced to 
link up with the first, forming a com- 
plete plan of marketing, and these were: 
Vertical alignment in the farming in- 
dustry and the closed market by con- 
tract, At that time these three princi- 
ples were new to the farming interests, 
but they were received with an open 
mind. At present the first one is gen- 
erally accepted, the second only par- 
tially, and the third is now being pub- 
lished for the first time. Farm market- 
ing is an economic problem of the com- 
petitive system under which we are now 
living. Since these principles are woven 
into the fabric of general marketing, 
they cannot be ignored. 


The Aden to Power 


If the farmer were to dream of great 
wealth, and decided to make his dream 
a reality, he would proceed to gather 
all farmers into a compact unit, to have 
the government place a high tariff on 


all farm products, to have central con- 


trol of marketing, to increase or dimin- 
ish the production of farm products at 
pleasure, and to establish well organized 
departments of publicity, advertising, 
politics and research. 

Fortunately, the farmer does not con- 
template so ambitious a program. A 
monopoly of foodstuffs would prove a 
terrible menace, but it is weil to know 
the path to be travefed, and to proceed 
to a point where he can make a fair 
profit from his labor. 


Two Routes 

There are two cooperative routes the 
farmer may take on his journey to a 
successful market: these we may term 
Lateral Alignment and Vertical Align- 
ment. They are equally valuable and 
each has its particular advantages. If 
the farmer sells his product in practi- 
cally the same shape that it comes from 
the soil. he will likely align laterally 
with other farmers, in a cooperative as- 
sociation to strengthen his market. The 
cooperative associations are now operat- 
ing on this horizontal basis. Where it 
is necessary that the raw product he 
processed to render it fit for the use of 
the consumer, then it may he better to 
extend the alignment vertically as well. 

Of late, the principle of vertical align- 
ment is receiving much attention from 
economic and industrial sources and

Cotton Marketing and Competition 

As an example of a farm product that 
should be aligned with other industrial 
groups in a vertical direction, consider 
cotton. At present the farmer keeps his 
eye on the price of raw cotton and does 
everything he can to increase the price. 
He fails to realize that he sheuld keep 
his eye on cotton cloth, for the price 
of that fabric governs the raw material. 
The antagonism between spinner and 
planter should be abolished, for how can 
the spinner pay a high price for raw 
eotton unless he can get a high price 
for his fabric? 

Oriental labor can live on a few cents 
a day, consequently raw silk can be pro- 
duced at so low a price that cotton can- 
not compete, unless our planters come 
to Oriental standards of living. Labor, 
many years ago, settled the matter of 
cheap labor this side of the Atlantic, 
but cheap Oriental labor is responsible 
in a large degree for ruinous conditions 
on the farm and in the textile factories. 

If it were possible, by government 
assistance and a dumping abroad of our 
surplus cotton, to force a high price for 
raw cotton, the cotton spinner would be 
forced to close his factory. If the price 
of raw cotton stays low enough so that 
the spinner can afford to buy, the planter 
is hardly any better off than at present. 
To avoid this ruinous competition in 
fabrics, which is now apparent in the 
number of brokendown farms, strikes, 
bankruptcies and closed factories, there 
must be a cooperation, vertically aligned. 
between these textile units. 


The Industrial Combination 


There have grown up in this country 
recently gigantic combinations and near- 
ly every commodity is involved. At first 
the government took a harsh view of the 
situation, but it was soon discovered 
that in many industries some relief must 
he had from unwise competition if the 
industry was to survive. Now that the 
farmer often produces the raw material 
used by these combinations, he should 
be ineluded. For example, the textile 
industry has never been reorganized and 
is in a bad way. with Oriental cheap 
labor producing silk at the top and the 
cotton planter being crushed at the bot- 
tom. It is time that a conference of 
leaders be held, with each unit of the 
textile industry represented. 


A Textile Combination 


There have been so many industrial 
combinations in the past that experience 






teaches us that a unified textile in- 
dustry is easily within the bounds of 
possibility. If a conference of textile 
leaders were held, and tariffs and sales 
taxes were recommended, then, through 
orderly arrangement, each unit could 
be protected in such a way that a fair 
profit would accrue to each. The price 
of the commodities produced by each 
unit could be stabilized, and instability, 
irregularity and speculation would be- 
long to the past. 

As soon as the entire textile group 
has been reorganized and the spinner 
knows he will receive a higher price for 
his fabric, due to elimination of the 
wastes of competition, and to an ade- 
quate tariff, he is in position to agree 
with the planter on a set price for cot- 
ton. The cotton manufacturers and the 
cotton farm cooperative are then in a 
position to appoint a joint holding com- 
mittee to buy all the cotton produced 
in this country, sell the surplus abroad 
and retain the balance for domestic use. 
The price of raw cotton. being deter- 
mined by the conference of textile lead- 
ers, will be at a figure that will pay a 
fair remuneration to the farmer for capi- 
tal and labor; and, selling direct to the 
spinner, speculative waste and middle- 
men’s profit will be eliminated. After 
the cotton is ginned, there will be one 
man at the warehouse to grade it, and 
as this man is appointed by the joint 
committee, fairness in grading may be 
expected. The planter will then receive 
receipts for his graded cotton, and each 
month for ten months he will receive 
a check from the holding committee. 
Each check will represent in value one- 
tenth of the entire value of his cotton. 
If he needs money faster, he can dis- 
pose of the checks at the local bank for 
nearly the value of the cotton, since 
there is no speculation involved. 


The Closed Market 


In the spinners’ association and in the 
eotton farm cooperative, it is likely that 
membership will approach 100 per cent 
of those eligible. The financial, indus- 
trial, farming and government interests 
are all in favor of stabilization and the 
pressure against outlaws will be tremen- 
dous. As in every large combination, 
we may expect a few on the outside, but 
experience teaches us that their influ- 
ence is limited. With the solid member- 
ship behind it, the spinners’ association 
will contract to buy from the holding 
committee cotton at the set price and 
will also agree not to buy cotton from 
anyone else. This will make a closed 
domestic market for cotton and it will 
practically force every grower into his 
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cooperative, for he will have no market 
unless he is content to ship abroad at 
a lower price.

$1,000,000 Hotel Completed 


The new 18story Andrew Johnson 
Hotel at Knoxville, Tenn., erected at a 
cost of approximately $1,000,000, was

The editorial referred to is entitled, 
“Too Many Mergers and Consolidations,” 
and your discussion takes me back to a 
previous editorial. “Drying Up the 
Springs That Fertilize Local Business.” 

May I request right here that my or- 
der be entered for copies of a possible 
booklet you may publish featuring these 
editorials, for I am certain the demand 
will justify their publication in booklet 
form. I shall gladly pay your price for 
a number to put into the hands of some 
friends. This leads me to declare that I 
have in my small and limited way de- 
clared war upon mergers for the same 
reason that a man would resist his 
home being burglarized. 

My experience is perhaps but a dupli- 
eation of thousands during this mania 
for mergers but it seems to me worth 
while to mention briefly some of the de- 
tails. 

After leaving college, Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity, I began my business career with 
a coffee company in Nashville, Tenn., at 
the wonderfully remunerative salary of 
$5 per week. Salary was no considera- 
tion for I was seeking opportunity and 
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it was made very plain to me that I 
would have all the opportunity one could 
desire. I spent my entire business life 
serving that company, 25 years. In 20 
years of service, I had represented the 
company both at Nashville and at Jack- 
sonville, Fla., remaining in Jacksonville 
from the opening of the business there 
until we decided to develop the business 
in the western states. Upon the opening 
of a plant in Los Angeles I was trans- 
ferred here and was given every assur- 
ance of permanency of position. It was 
even suggested that I purchase a home 
and make my family contented. Acting 
on this, I purchased a rather large tract 
and built a colonial type home, making 
it necessary for me to go into debt, but 
I had every assurance of a future and 
no thought of that which later occured. I 
felt that all was rosy for the faithful 
in the organization. 


Then along came the merger idea and 
the offer of millions to the sons of the 
founders, and before we knew what 
was happening the sale of the company 
we had believed in and served had been 
consumated. Naturally much excitement 
prevailed among the old and trusted em- 
ployees. To allay the fears expressed, 
a letter was issued in which we were 
assured that no changes wonld be made 
and for every man to continue with his 


work. This letter should never have 
been published for the reason’ that 
changes were made and in very rapid 
and radical suecession. 


Like many others IT was greatly per- 
turbed. I wrote headquarters and in- 
terviewed those whom I had every 
reason to trust. I was repeatedly assured 
that my status as to salary would not 
be changed except for the better and I 


was urged to cease worryirg and go 
about my work. As a matter of fact 
more work than usual was demanded, 
for records had to be compiled before 


transferring to New York the keeping of 
the books, ete. The sale came during 
vacation time and IT was denied a vaea- 
tion by reason of the amount of work 
that was required promptly in connect- 
ion with a matter so stupendous as the 
transfer of ownership of a company the 


size of ours. All the while we were 
assured that larger fields of service 
would open to all who continued with 


the merger. 

Shortly a meeting was ealled at San 
Francisco when we were addressed by 
representatives from the New York of- 


fice and we were again assured that 
everything would go along as it had 
under the old management. After this 


meeting the writer was visited by in- 
fluential friends. who in company with 
the men among whom he had worked 
so long. urged the immediate organiza- 
tion of a new company, they agreeing 
to raise the required capital. 

It was my opinion then expressed that 
we should give the new owners a trial 
as they (the officials) had made some 
very strong promises. so we passed up 
the matter of organizing a new business 
and each man departed for his respect- 
ive field of work. Before leaving the 
conference at San Francisco, my own 
case was considered and I was assured 
by the president of the division to which 
I was assigned that no changes except 


for the better would be made and for 
me to feel entirely satisfied that I would 
be dealt with in a way satisfactory to 
me. I then left for Los Angeles. 

A very short while theresfter, approxi- 
mately three months, a yeneral super- 
intendent was appointed over all the 
factories and my salary soon came to 
his notice. He saw red, blue and all 
other colors, judging from his actions 
and words. It was impossible for him 
to understand why I, with 25 years 
coffee experience, should draw more 
than he did when he had just joined the 
organization. The latter part of De 
cember the aforesaid general superin- 
tendent wrote me a very curt note ad- 
vising that my salary was entirely out 
of line and that it would be reduced 
50 per cent on January 1. This was 
the only Christmas remembrance _re- 
ceived and it came just on the eve of 
the holidays and I was expected to ad- 
just my living on the short notice of 
about 10 days. 

My protest against this drastie action 
brought from the higher-ups the state- 


ment that it was quite the improper 
thing in a good organization for any 
official to override the policies of a 


newly-appointed superintendent, so with 
short expressions of regret I was notified 
that any complaints I had to register 
should be directed to the aforesaid 
superintendent. I was assured that the 
superintendent would refer to the neces- 
sary official any matter of sufficient im- 
portance to command such attention. 
The small matter of salary to an em- 
ployee of 25 years was something, how- 
ever, for a superintendent newly ap- 
pointed to handle. 


After reading the foregoing you can 
perhaps account for the name which 


heads this stationery. I remained with 
the merged companies one year to the 
day—a service for which I am truly 
ashamed—but the year prepared me for 
a full and complete appreciation of your 
editorials, more of which I trust will 
follow. May I state that the situation 
is even more serious than you have pic- 
tured and that unless the people awaken 
and support their local business houses 
and help to develop business ideals and 
restore human interest in their work, 
socialism of the worst kind will be 
preferable to living and working under 
the conditions that attach to merged 
companies when headquarters and au- 
thority have been moved to a distance. 

This is not merely the feeling of one 
man, but of every one with whom I have 
talked or corresponded, who like myself 
was caught in the merger.

The most constructive news is the an- 
nounced programs of expansion on the 
part of Federal and State Governments 
and many private enterprises. Public 
utility programs should make for a large 
consumption in copper, presidents of 
such companies having announced con- 


siderably more money to be spent in 
1930 than during this year. Where 


‘ables are to be laid by such companies 
much lead will be consumed, not to men- 
tion tin and other metals used in solder. 

Improvement in the automobile indus- 
try is slow, which retards the demand 
for lead in battery form, tin in bearings, 


copper in tubing, electrical equipment, 
ete. Steel operations are being reduced 


at the rate of 2 per cent per week and 
those forms of steel which use coating 
metal, such as tin and zine, are working 
at a rather low rate, though tin plate 
operations are better than those making 
galvanized sheets since the can makers 
are ordering supplies for the 1930 season. 

Sharp declines in the copper shares 
influenced sentiment in copper adversely. 
At other times this year the movement 
of copper shares has indicated the trend 
in the price of metal. If such stock 
market action is still a bell wether of 
the copper price, reductions are to take 
place. Copper producers maintain, how- 
ever, that a reduction of price would not 
stimulate demand for the metal. They 
that in case of one reduction con- 
stumers would conclude the. market is 
weak and would hold off buying until 
other mark-downs forthcoming. 
l’rices of standard copper on the London 
Metal Exchange have been slipping, in- 
dicating a more bearish feeling over 
there. 

There is one particularly potent rea- 
son why producers should reduce copper 
prices and that is the tendency to use 
substitutes. A prominent French indus- 
trialist points out that the price of alu- 
minum, based on its electrical capacity, 
is only half the price of copper, and 
suggests that aluminum be used wher- 
ever possible in place of the red metal, 
particularly since there is an abundance 
of the lighter metal in Europe. In our 
own country the substitution of stainless 
steel has already been noted for both 
decorative and practical purposes. 

The tin market was rising the previous

However 
such announcements of curtailment have 
failed to be made and the metal has 
since declined. The price is to within 
one cent per pound of the low for the 
past six years after having risen to 3c 
per pound higher than that point. Straits 
tin shipments during November were 
figured at around 10,000 tons, which is 
regarded as large, and a bearish develop- 
ment. Exports of tin plate from the 
United States this year have been 5 per 
cent greater than during 1928. 

Lead prices are unchanged at 6.25c 
per pound, New York, and 6.10c, East 
St. Louis. Purchasing has been mostly 
for delivery in December but today most 
of the producers will open books for 
January shipment at current levels. 
Purchasing has been best on the part of 
makers of lead-covered cables, though 
the demand has been fairly well dis- 
tributed. 

Zine has declined $16 per ton this fall, 
while zinc ore has been reduced only $4 
per ton. Further drops in ore are there- 
fore expected. The international zinc 
eartel which has been meeting at Brus- 
sels has come to no conclusion about 
further cuts in production. However 
another meeting will be held, in Decem- 
ber at which provision will probably be 
made for this in view of the excessive 
world surplus. 


Better Outlook in Birmingham 
District—Spot Orders 
Numerous 


Birmingham, Ala., December 2—T[Spe- 
cial.]—While the last month of the year 
is considered a less active one in the pig 
iron market, Southern furnace interests 
are confident there will be much to keep 
them busy. New business is in sight 
from the competitive sections of the 
country where much iron has been going 
from the Birmingham district with low 
prices obtaining and moderate freight 
rates, rail and water. There is some 
iron to be sold in the Middle West. It 
is believed that under the general plans 
of arousing enthusiasm in a_ business 
way there will be rejuyenation and 
speeding up of prospective development 
and this will fnelude the cast iron pipe 
trade and that instead of waiting until 
spring there will be early placing of 
estimates. 

The surplus stock of iron which gath 
ered during a lengthy spell of quietness 
in the market is being reduced steadily. 
Another six months of the activity en- 
joyed the last quarter of this year will 
bring about an almost clear yard here. 
In addition, there will be warrant for 
increased make. Production was inter- 
fered with for a week or 10 days by an 
accident with one of the city furnaces 
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of the Sloss-Sheffield Steel & Iron Com- 
pany but this has been righted and 
there is an average output again for the 
district. 

Spot orders have been numerous re- 
cently though aggregate is not quite up 
to the probable make. The larger con- 
sumers, the pipe makers, have not been 
melting in the volume noted a few weeks 
ago and this is felt. Other interests 
Lave been going steadily but only buying 
for immediate needs. There is no large 
quantity of pig iron on any yard in the 
home territory and with absence of 
doubt as to delivery just when the prod- 
uct is needed, forward orders are going 
to be held at a minimum. A few sales 
only are reported so far on the first 
quarter of the new year. Base price is 
firm. Sales now are at $14.50, No. 2 
foundry, in the home territory with $14 
being quoted in the competitive sections. 
There is still considerable iron due on 
contracts to be shipped to the Atlantic 
coast points and every effort is being 
made to complete this business by the 
end of the year. This accounts for the 
belief that December is not going to re- 
main in the stationary column. 

Cast iron pressure pipe makers will 
increase their production on the first 
receipt of new business for early spring 
requirements. It is pointed to that with 
an easier money market, municipalities 
and other interests will be able to set 
in motion plans for developments which 
have been halted and that the improve- 
ments will require a goodly tonnage of 
pipe. But few lettings have been re- 
ported lately. 

Steel market is showing improvement. 
October and November are reported to 
have been the best months from every 
standpoint in the operations of the sub- 
sidiaries of the Steel Corporation in this 
district since the early part of the year. 
December does not hold out any buga- 
boos to speak of. New business in steel 
has been lively recently, including rail- 
road requirements, rail, cars, material 
for ears and accessories. Unfilled ton- 
nage books were added to during the 
past month quite materially and there 
will be warrant for more or less activity 
in several mills for four to six months. 
Southern and mid-Western railroads 
have shown a liberal spirit towards this 
district and much tonnage is to be 
worked up. 

Practically all open hearth furnaces 
of the district are manufacturing steel. 
‘rhe Gulf States Steel Company is op- 
erating all six of its open hearths at 
Gadsden and is making effort to pile up 
some billets. The plans are during Janu- 
ary to replace the present blooming mill 
with a new and modern mill. It is be- 
lieved that 30 days at least will be neces- 
sary for this work and it is desired to 
keep all other departments in operation. 
The Gulf States is now building bloom- 
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ing and plate mills, all of this develop- 
ment to be completed by April 1. Con- 
tracts will be let in the next two weeks 
for a modern sheet mill also at Gadsden, 
the 1929-1930 program of development to 
cost around $6,000,000 and bring the 
effectiveness of Gulf States Steel to a 
much stronger level. 

Steel fabricating shops are busy and 
there is much work in hand, sufficient 
te warrant active operation through the 
month and into next year, with several 
other contracts in sight. 

Coal production in Alabama is a little 
more active. The coke output is steady 
with continued shipment into the middle 
west and quotations on the $5 per ton 
base, foundry coke. 

Scrap iron and steel continues slow 
with the price list still considered a 
tentative one. Heavy melting steel is 
the most active and brings between 
$10.50 to $13.50 per ton. Dealers in old 
material are able to provide all stock 
required. Yard forces of dealers are 
not as large and active as they have 
been.

New orders for steel castings in Octo- 
ber, as reported to the Department of 
Commerce by the principal manufactur- 
ers, were 93 per cent of shop capacity 
as against 59 per cent in September and 
54 per cent a year ago.

$175,000,000 Gasoline Taxes Paid 
In Six Month Period 


Not counting refunds made, the total 
amount of the gasoline tax collected by 
47 of the States and the District of 
Columbia in the first six months of 1929 
amounted to $175,140.140, says the Bu- 
reau of Public Roads, U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, on the basis of figures 
reported to the bureau. In New York 
the tax became effective May 1, and the 
lilinois law did not become effective until 
August 1. A total of 5,693,872,662 gal- 
lens was taxed in the 47 States and the 
District of Columbia. The average tax 
paid per gallon was 3.07 cents. 

In 1928, gasoline tax paid in the first 


six months of the year in 45 States, the 
District of Columbia, and in Illinois for 
one month of the period, was $140,635,- 
398. The tax in Illinois was collected 
for January and discontinued in Feb- 
ruary. Massachusetts and New York 
had no gasoline tax in 1928. The total 
number of gallons taxed in the first six 
months of 1928 was 4,652,393,536, and 
the average tax paid was 3.02 cents per 
gallon. All the States now collect a 
gasoline tax.

74,780 Miles of Roads Improved in 1928 


Federal Aid Mileage Totals 7800, State Roads 21,390 and County and Local Units 
Built Over 45,000 Miles 


Complete statistics for the United 
States for the calendar year 1928 cover- 
ing all roads constructed by Federal, 
State and local agencies, compiled by the 
Bureau of Public Roads of the VU. S. 
Department of Agriculture, indicate that 
Vederal aid has helped materially in the 
construction of the higher types of sur- 
facings. 

In the vear a total of 74,783 miles of 
highways were improved, says the bu- 
reau. With State and Federal funds and 
the cooperation of the U. S. Bureau of 
Public the States constructed 
7814 miles of roads and 47 miles of 
bridges in the Federal-aid system. With 
State funds alone the States improved 


Roads, 


21.391 miles of State roads, and the 
counties and other local units con- 


structed 45,531 miles of county and local 
roads. 

Consistent with their superior impor- 
tance, as shown by traffic surveys, the 
I'ederal-aid road improvements were 
generally of higher type than improve- 
ments made on other State roads and on 
the local roads. As fast as funds be- 
come available, high-type surfaces are 
being constructed hy States and counties 
where traffic requires them. Medium- 
type pavements, which cost less to con- 
struct than the high-type, are built 
where traffic is not so great, and the 
greater proportion of unsurfaced roads 
constructed are of local importance. 

For purposes of comparison, the year’s 
tctal mileage is divided into three gen- 
eral types—high-type surfacing, of which 


8286 miles were constructed in 1928, con- 
sisting of bituminous concrete, Portland- 
cement concrete, sheet asphalt, and 
brick; medium-type, of which 7617 miles 
were constructed, these being surfaced 
with waterbound and bituminous maca- 
dam; and low-type, of which 58,880 miles 
were improved, these being graded and 
drained earth roads, sand-clay and top- 
soil and gravel. 

In the year, the States, with Federal 
aid, improved 3308 miles of Federal-aid 
reads with high-type pavements and 
bridges, or 39 per cent of the total; with 
State funds alone they constructed 3461 
miles, which was nearly 42 per cent of 
the total of that type built. The coun- 
ties constructed 1517 miles of high-type 
highways, a mileage which was 18 per 
cent of the total. 

Of the medium-type construction, the 
States, with Federal aid, improved 602 
miles of Federal-aid roads, which was 
almost 7 per cent of the total. With 
State funds alone they constructed 2383 
miles, or 31 per cent of the total of that 
type built. The counties improved 4632 
miles of road of this type, which was 
about 61 per cent of the total mileage of 
the type built in the year. 

The largest mileage of low-type roads 
was constructed by the counties, 39,382 
miles, almost 67 per cent of the total 
built in the year. The States, with Fed- 
eral aid, improved 3951 miles, or more 
than 6 per cent of the total, and with 
State funds alone they improved 15,547 
miles, or 26 per cent of the total of these 
types built in the year.
